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USEFUL TIPS

unconnected with the murder. 

The murderer acted alone. There may be many 
conspiracies, other characters may suspect or even 
feel fairly certain as to who killed the victim, but 


no-one knows for certain, apart from the murderer, 
of course. 


The local police, in the form of DS McGill, are 
fallible. If they weren’t, they wouldn’t need your 
help. Throughout the book there are times when 
McGill will assess the new developments. To stop 
yourself getting misled by these, and to make sure 
you are ahead of your rural rival, you should check 
your own conclusions before reading these. 

A notebook and pen might prove invaluable. 


Remember, this is your case now and your 
promotion depends upon it.

Quentin Morton 
Age 26. Orton Morton’s only son. 


Expelled from the five most expensive schools in the 
country for a range of crimes including bullying, 
sheep worrying, drugs and joy-riding. Highly 
intelligent, yet incredibly destructive, he descended 
into an underworld of drugs and crime, adding 
accessory to armed robbery to his extensive 
record of petty theft, car crime and drug 
offences. He has just finished eighteen 
months of a three year sentence at 
HMP Whiteside, which was shortened 
by his impeccable behaviour whilst 
‘inside’. Immediately prior to his 
release, Dr Jeanette Williams, resident 
prison psychologist, said that, with one 
or two reservations, she considered him 
ready for rehabilitation into the 
community.

She was in the UK as she was looking for 
suitable premises for a second health farm and hotel. 
With the exception of Frank, she had 

never met any of Orton’s family 
before the weekend of the 
15th of July. 


TIP-OFF 


A close inspection of the telephone bill would show that 


someone made three short phone calls from the master 
bedroom, on the night of the murder, minutes before the 


body was discovered. Two of the calls were to France. 
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D.S. McGill and Quentin Morton. 


Describe the events of the afternoon and evening of 
the 15th July. 


I was picked up from HMP Whiteside by Uncle Frank at 
about 2pm and it took us about two and a half hours to 
drive down to Thrippleton. Father was out somewhere, 
which was the sort of warm homecoming I’d expected 
from him so Frank introduced me to Mathilde. I was 
feeling very tired so I went straight to my room...I say ‘my 
room’...the room I had been allocated, my old room was 
presumably being used for something far more important, 
and there I slept until I was called for dinner. 


One could be forgiven for thinking your prime 
feelings would have been of joy, of excitement. You 
had, after all, just been released from prison. 


Have you ever been released from prison? Eighteen months 
inside is enough to make the outside seem fairly bizarre, 
coupled with the fact that all my immediate relatives seem 
to have suddenly remembered that I exist again. Sleep 
seemed to be the only option. Judging by what happened 
at dinner, I think it would have been better if I’'d slept right 
through. 


What did happen at dinner, exactly? 

The most perfectly bloody row. I mean, as a family, and we 
have to go back a very long way to even find all four of us 
in the same room, we used to specialise in rows, but this 
, was something special. 
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How did it start? 




















God knows. Becca started grousing about me always being 
served before her, or something equally trivial, then Father 
got all thundery, and that cretin Damien started slamming 
the silver around and it all kicked off. Made the mess hall at 
Whiteside look positively civilised. 


Did you join in? 


God, no. I was trying to diffuse the situation, but all their 
hackles were well and truly up by that stage, so it seemed 
fairly pointless. 


What bappened next? 


Everybody started storming off, napkins flying all over the 
shop. 


Who left first? 


Father, as usual, growling to himself. Then Mother. 

No, hang on, Mathilda or whatever her name is excused 
herself and rushed out after Father. Then Mother, looking 
upset as usual, then Rebecca, then her idiot boyfriend. 

Me and Uncle Frank were left sitting looking at each other. 


And then? 


Frank shuffled off, making noises about trying to calm the 
situation. Snowball’s chance in hell, of course, given the 
family’s record. 
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And what did you do? 


Me? I finished my meal alone. We didn’t get much 
chateaubriand in Whiteside, you know. I was just helping 
myself to some of Mrs Beresford’s trifle when all the 
screaming started. 


When they discovered your father’s body? 


Yes, I suppose so.I thought it was just another little 
argument breaking out but then I heard Uncle Frank calling 
an ambulance. 


How long were you alone for, before you heard the 
screaming? 


I can’t be sure exactly but I should think it was about 
twenty-five minutes. 


That’s a very specific time from someone who says 
they aren't sure. 


After eighteen months of being locked up for 23 hours a 
day, one gets fairly expert at judging the passing of time.

D.S. McGill and Felicity Morton. 


What time did you arrive at Tbhrippleton Hall on the 
day in question? 


Dinner was to be at seven thirty, so I arrived at sevenish. 


Sevenish? 


Yes. ‘The 7 o’clock news’ had just started on the radio as I 
turned into the drive to the house. Orton met me at the 
front door as I was parking and I was taken into the 
drawing room to meet that awful French hussy who’s 
hanging off him at the moment. 


This was the first meeting with your husband for 
some time. How did he seem? 


Unchanged. His usual, hateful, insufferable self. He managed 
to be rude to everyone present before we’d finished the 
starter. 


And how did Quentin seem after bis ordeal? 


Slightly subdued, at the most. Given the way he’s behaved 
for the past ten years or so,I think a slightly subdued 
Quentin is a blessing for us all. 


I understand that the meal was disrupted by an 
argument? 


Yes. Rebecca, my daughter, has always had a tendency to 
, sulk, more so when her brother is present. Orton could 














never abide this. What with the significance of the 
occasion, he was probably slightly on edge. 


On edge? 


We all were, I think. Even in the most blissfully happy 
family a gathering of this size will cause certain, erm, 
difficulties to arise, will cause everyone to confront the 
tensions that exist between them and the family. Given the 
history of our family, something like this was on the cards. 
Any sort of argument, any sort of domestic violence, this 
family has seen it. Tantrums, fistfights, even a stabbing with 
a fork, we've seen it and done it all. 


So you weren't surprised_by the argument? 


Not at all. We were trying to do too much at once. Meeting 
ex-partners, new partners, wayward children, parents you 
feel have failed you, siblings you feel at odds with, one of 
these is strain enough, squashing them all together was 
suicidal...er...madness. Sorry. Bad choice of word. 


When the argument beated up, who was the first 
person to leave the table? 


Orton, of course, followed by that silly French girl. I went 
to the bathroom. 


The bathroom? 


The one on the ground floor, to compose myself... 


To compose yourself? 
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I'd forgotten just how hurtful Orton could be with a good 
head of steam up and how much I...we all hated him. 
I'd...er...°d rather not go into the details of what he said. 
Now he’s dead, it would be....it would be wrong to let his 
spitefulness live on. 


When did you emerge from the bathroom? 


After about ten or fifteen minutes. I’d heard lots of people 
thundering around, stamping up the stairs and so on. When 
I came back to the dining room it was completely empty, 
so I went off to try and find Quentin. It was his first day 
out of prison and it wouldn’t have been fair of Orton to 
throw him out of the house. He needs to be given a 
chance. I looked in the library and was trying to get into 
his room, when I bumped into Orton’s brother Frank. He 
forced open the bedroom dootr...and... 


And? 


And there he was.There was blood...blood everywhere..he 
was... 


(The interview was terminated at this point due to | 
Mrs Morton’s distress.) : 
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Two of the areas Felicity’s psychiatrist focused on were 


her frequent lying, to both herself and other people, and 


her profound loathing of her ex-husband. 
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D.S. McGill and Mathilde Lefarge. 


When did you arrive at Thrippleton Hail? 


At about four in the afternoon. Orton said he had much 
work to do, so I gave myself the tour of the house and 
gardens. 


You badn’t been there before. 


No I always see...saw Orton in either Paris or London. 
This was being my first time out in Thrippleton. 
Also my first time with the family of Orton. 


You’ve never met any of them before? 


Frank only. I was a little nervous. 


How did the argument at dinner start? 


The children, behaving like children. The girl is...how you 
say?..jealous of the boy, and he is calling her a monkey and 
other names and Orton is on the side of his boy. A typical 
man,no? Then he becomes infuriated with his wife, 

his ex-wife, then he says something to Frank, something I 
don’t understand it, then he leaves the table. Like a 
madman. 


And you followed bim? 


Of course I follow him. I am his woman, no? 
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Where did he go? 


Upstairs. 


Where upstairs? 


His...workroom, the office. 


The study? 


Yes, exactly. But he is so infuriated, he does not want to talk 
with me. He tells me to go, so I go. 


Where did you go? 


I go to his...to our bedroom, because naturally I am very 
sad, to argue with the man I love. I am there a few minutes 
when I hear the crying and the panic, and then...they tell 
me he has killed himself. 


You say you spoke with bim in the study, but his 
body was found in one of the guest bedrooms. 


I do not lie to you! I speak with Orton in the study! You 
think I am crazy perhaps? He is the crazy man! He is 
cutting his neck with a knife. If a man is so crazy to do this, 
then he is enough crazy to walk to a different room. 


I have to inform you that this is now a murder 
investigation, not a suicide. 
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Well, then, someone else is crazy! Look at this family, all of 
them is crazy, it is in their blood. Even this Damien, who is 
different family, he is also crazy. 


What makes you think Damien is crazy? 


After Orton tell me to go, I hear him banging and shouting 
‘Open bloody door! We have to sort it out now!’. 


You are certain it wasn’t someone else? 


Of course! 


How? 


I know Orton’s voice. Quentin has the voice of a girl, like 
all you posh English. 


What about Frank? 


Ha! You do not know Frank! Shouting is not Frank. He is 
like a mouse. Orton say something horrible to him, not just 
one thing, many things, and Frank says nothing. 


And was Damien shouting and banging nearby? 


Yes! It frightened me! At first I think it is Orton banging on 
my door but then I think this is ridiculous, because voice is 
different, and anyhow, I am in his bedroom, he can walk in 
without the banging. 
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Having seen photos of Thrippleton Hall, Mathilde 


dreamed of turning it into a high-class health farm. 


She told Orton this ten days ago, causing him to fly into 


a rage and not speak to her for two days. 
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D.S. McGill and Frank Morton. 


What time did you arrive at Thrippleton Hall? 


Well, I picked Quentin up from Whiteside, and we got back 
to the house at about half-four. Quentin went off to his 
room and I sat and read in the library until dinner. 


Did anyone see you there? 


No...well, er, Orton popped his head round the door at 
some point and we had a quick word, but apart from that, 
no. 


There was an argument at dinner. What caused it? 


Oh, Quentin, really. He was teasing his sister, who took it 
the wrong way. 


What was he teasing ber about? 


Nothing. It was quite amicable. He called her ‘Monkey’. 


Why? 


A childhood nickname, because she was always climbing 
and clambering over things, quite affectionate really, but 
she got upset by it and started sulking, which Orton has 
never been able to tolerate. He flew into one of his black 
moods and people started dropping like flies. Sorry, not a 
very wise choice of words there. 











At what point did you leave the table? 


Err, after everyone else had run away, save Quentin. I went 
up to see if I could calm things down at all. Without much 
luck, obviously. 


Who did you see? 


I saw Damien storming about, he seemed extremely 
worked up, and I saw Felicity, but only briefly. 


Where was she? 


In her room. Well, not her old room, a guest room. She 
seemed very upset. Actually she seemed upset all evening. 
She arrived at the dinner table after everyone else looking 
pale and shaky, with red puffy eyes, as if she had been 


crying. 
How long did you spend with her? 


Not very long. She’s my brother’s ex-wife. 


So? 


Well, er...Orton was very possessive and very good at 
leaping to the wrong conclusion, so everyone is...was...very 
careful about not doing anything that could 
be...misconstrued. 


Where did you go after that? 


I went to look for Rebecca. I’m quite close to the children 
and I thought maybe I could calm her down.

But weren't you with Felicity when she discovered 
her ex-husband’s body? 


Yes. 1 bumped into her on my way back to the stairs after 
seeing Damien. She. was looking for Quentin and was 
wrestling with the door of the guest room he was using. 
She seemed quite frantic, so I helped her. I put my shoulder 
to the door...and it opened...and there was my brother. 


On the floor? 


Yes. He had been slumped against the door. His weight had 
been holding it shut. 


Did anyone else join you at the scene of the crime? 


Yes. Rebecca and Damien were the first, I think. It’s difficult 
to say, I was understandably upset.Then Mathilde came 
running.Then I phoned for an ambulance and the police. 


Quentin? 


He...er...he came upstairs soon after. He hadn’t realised 
what had happened. He’d been downstairs throughout.

Frank has not taken a holiday for the past two years. 


Instead he takes long weekends throughout the year. 


Despite frequent and often cruel interrogation from Orton, 


he has never revealed where he goes.

How did you travel to the hall? 


Damien picked me up from work and we got home at 
about half past six. We...I went inside, went straight to my { 
room and stayed there until dinner time. Damien...I don’t 
know what Damien was doing. We'd had a bit of a row on 
the way there, you see. 


I understand that there was an argument at the 
dinner table. 


Yes. There was. 


Can you tell me about it?

On the afternoon in question, what time did you 
arrive at Thrippleton Hall? 


After work, so about half six. I picked Becky up from the 
bank at just after half five, we came back via Thrippleford 
Priors, cos I had to give a quote on a faulty transmission to 
one of my cousins there, got up to the Hall about half six. 
Becky went and had a lie-down, cos she was tired. 


What did you do? 


Watched a bit of telly. Then went out to the drive, tinkered 
around with the car. Beckyis mum came out, asked if I 
could check the electrics in her Saab. She said neither the 
windows nor the stereo was working. I said I didn’t have 
the right kit with me, but I told her I’d look at it when I 
was next up.Then she went back into the house to look for 
Orton and I carried on tinkering until dinner. 


And how was that? 


Oh, you know, the usual. Lots of shouting, lots of tears. I 
mean, they’re all horrible to each other, that family, and I 
know I’m biased but they all seem particularly horrible to 
Becky. It’s little things, she knows they’re only little, but 
they still upset her.

Rebecca Morton and Damien Dawson: Rebecca must have lied about 
Damien hammering on bathroom door to protect him. Still, no real 
reason to suspect she’s still lying. Not seen or heard outside 


bathroom. 


Felicity Morton: has lied about both before and after dinner. Maybe 
lying about Quentin not being in dining room. Together with Frank, 


has best motive. Presumably one or both of them destroyed letters 





in the study. But murderer much more careful than this. 
Scene of crime: damaged hinges? - if from discovery, then body 


fell against door? How did killer leave? Maybe suicide after all? 


Murder weapon: must have been picked up in mass exodus from 
dining room; by who? (to do: look again at seating plan and ask 
Quentin Morton if he'd stolen it and left it in suitcase in room). 

, Saliva: how did saliva get on knife handle? why? bit of a =e 

(to do: DNA tests from all six suspects; a positive identification 

might well point to the murderer as no. one has so far admitted 


seeing or touching the knife). 





CONCLUSION 


Here end the rather messy files of DS McGill. 

They contain all the necessary information to identify 
the murderer, as well as several false clues and dead 
ends. It’s time to decide whodunit but before you turn 
over, think of your promotion and your reputation, 
both of which depend on your ability to solve this 
crime. 


Check through your notes carefully, comparing them 


to those of DS McGill. 


(The first solution page is in mirror-writing, to stop an 
accidental glance ruining the book - hold the book up 
to a mirror when you turn the page, and all will be 
revealed!) 
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PROCESS OF DEDUCTION: 


All the suspects had possible motives for killing the 


deceased: 


Frank Morton had been having an illicit affair with 
Orton’s ex-wife for some time (hence the secrecy 
surrounding his whereabouts on long weekends) and he 
was bullied mercilessly by his brother but he had an alibi in 
Felicity (and we know that the murderer acted alone). 
When Frank left the dining room, he went up to Felicity’s 
room to check she was OK after she had arrived late for 
dinner looking as if she had been crying and after Orton’s 
verbal attack on her during dinner. Despite playing it down 
to DS McGill, he spent some time with her, before going to 
check up on Rebecca. After seeing Damien talking to 
someone in the bathroom, who he assumed was Rebecca, 
Frank went back towards the stairs, as he told DS McGill. In 
doing so, he bumped into Felicity trying to get into the 
guestroom Quentin was using. He forced the door open 
(hence the damaged hinges) and together they found 
Orton Morton’s dead body. 

Frank was telling the truth when he said that he had no 
idea about being sacked. 


Felicity Morton had reason to kill her former husband 
because not only did she hate him but she had found out 
that he was going to cut her alimony payments back to the 











bare minimum required by law, yet she had an alibi in 
Frank. 

She was late for dinner and arrived pale and shaky because 
she had been destroying the letters she had found in her 
husband’s study, where she had gone in search of him 
before dinner in an attempt to counsel him on how to 
handle the family gathering. Throwing away the letters was 
a foolish action which Orton, had he lived, would have 
discovered immediately and which, if clear fingerprints 
were found on the paper, would have made Felicity the 
chief murder suspect. 


A compulsive liar and keen to hide her involvement with 
Frank, she lied to DS McGill about the time of her arrival at 
the Hall cher car stereo was not working, according to 
Damien, so how could she have been listening to the 





News’). She also lied about her movements after leaving 

the dinner table. She did not go to the downstairs 

bathroom, nor did she enter the library or return to the 

dining room (otherwise she would have seen Quentin), 

instead she fled sobbing to the sanctuary of her room, | 
where she was followed by Frank. When Frank went in 

search of Rebecca, Felicity went to check up on Quentin, 

who she assumed was in his bedroom. 


Mathilde Lefarge had a motive to kill Orton in that she 
wanted to convert the Hall into a health farm. She didn’t 
have an alibi but we know she must have been in the 
master bedroom making the phone calls which she would 














have had to make in order to buy an airline ticket, reserve a 
hotel room and hire a car to pick her up from the airport 
(see credit card bill). 

She was guilty only of paying for her flight, hotel and car 
with Orton’s credit card, which she stole from his wallet, 
which she found in his study. The attempted fraud in her 
teens was her only fumbling entrée into the world of 
crime. Her grandmother’s death was no more than an 
accident. 


The key to the murder was access to the knife, which we 
know was on the serving table in the dining room before 
dinner, and access to Quentin’s room. 


From looking at the seating plan we can deduce that 
Damien, Rebecca and Quentin could have picked up the 
knife on their way out of the dining room; the others were 
unlikely to have passed the serving table on their way to 

| the door. 

Damien Dawson was very possessive of Rebecca and 
could have wanted to kill Orton because of his treatment 
of her, but he has an alibi. 


Although he saw no one except Orton (entering the guest 
room which Quentin was using) after leaving the dining 
room, he was seen pacing up and down cutside the 


bathroom by Frank and outside the guest room, shouting at 
Orton by Mathilde. 





Quentin Morton could have wanted to kill Orton as he 
was very angry that he had not turned up at his trial nor 
had his father visited him in prison. He didn’t have an alibi, 
BUT... 

He was busy returning the silver to the serving table (we 
know it was missing before dinner, and Frank had pointed 
the finger at Quentin, yet it had been replaced by the time 
the police arrived). He also drank the whisky and was 
caught and lectured to by Mrs Beresford. Had he gone 
upstairs, it is likely that someone would have seen him with 
all the comings and goings in the corridors. 

He is trying to ‘go straight’, despite the damning report 
from Dr Smithers, who has since been suspended suffering 
from ‘profound psychotic negativity’. 


Rebecca Morton, on the other hand, picked the knife up 
from the serving table as she left the dining room. She 
went to the bathroom as she claimed, locked the door, 
climbed out the window and, with the fruit knife firmly 
clenched between her teeth (hence the saliva), crossed the 
balcony to the guest room, her childhood ‘monkey’ 








Inside the guest room, Orton was furiously packing 

Quentin’s things with the intention of throwing him out of 

the house. When Felicity climbed in through the unlocked 

window, he didn’t see the knife and made a point of 

ignoring what he presumed was a childish prank, allowing | 
her to cut his throat with relative ease, just as Damien | 


climbing talents coming into play.

finished hammering on the door demanding to talk to him. 
Rebecca then crept back along the ledge and climbed back 
in through the bathroom window. She closed the window 
and washed the blood off her hands (this is what Damien 
heard through the closed door, having returned to the 
bathroom from outside the guest room). 


All this took Rebecca around 10 minutes - the time period 
Damien told DS McGill it took Rebecca to respond to his 
questioning through the locked door. 

When Felicity’s screams were heard, Rebecca was ‘off like a 
shot’ as she knew what had happened and where everyone 
was gathered. 


As Orton’s body was found collapsed against the bedroom 
door, the murderer could not have left the room by the 
door. He or she could not have entered by the door either 
as, according to Damien, it was locked (Orton had locked 
the door behind him so no-one could try and persuade him 
to change his mind about throwing Quentin out of the 
house). The killer must therefore have entered and left the 
guest room via the balcony, which goes along outside the 
room to the bathroom on one side and a guest room on the 
other. As the guest room was vacant and locked the 
murderer must have gained access to the balcony via the 
bathroom. 
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
